NEEDS NO ELECTION 


Action on the Part of Tax- 
payers or ‘of the City 
Council Is Declared Unnec- 
essary in Proceeding. 


In an opinion sent to the Senate today 
Attorney-General Swift holds that the 
Legislature has authority to direct the 
park commissioners of the city of Boston 
to permit the erection of a high school of 
commerce building in the Fens. 

“The proposed use of the land in ques- 
tion is undoubtedly for public purposes,” 
he said. “The legal title to the land, 
though acquired at the expense of the 
city, is held by it in trust for the public. 

“The Legislature represents the inter- 
ests of the public and controls the use 
which is made of the park.” 

No action.on the part of the tax- 
paying citizens or voters or of the city 
council is required to a" the park 
commissioners authority té erect the 
building, the attorney-general decides. 

The bill was introduced on petition of 
Mayor Fitzgerald. It provides for au- 
thority to erect within the Back Bay 
Fens schoolhouses “and other structures 
appurtenant to or properly connected 
with schoolhouses and the setting apart 
of playgrounds.” 


PLAN OF THE SENATE. 
S TO BALK PASSAGE 
OF ANY TARIFE BILLS 


WASHINGTON—If the Senate plans 
are carried out, it will ratify the Cana- 
dian reciprocity: agreement, pass. the 
House bill providing for the direct elec- 


tion of senators, pass the reapportion- 
ment bill and adjourn. Reapportion- 
ment, if not acted on at the special 
session, will pass at the regular session 
in December. 

This being the Senate program, all the 
Democrats can do is to emphasize the 
tariff as the paramount issue of the 
1912 campaign. This issue made, as the 
result of Senate refusal to act on the 
Democratic revenue measures at this ses- 
sion, there will be further refusal by 
‘the Senate next winter, and this will 
carry the question into the campaign 
and up to the people at the polls. 

Should there be a Democratic victory 
in 1912, with a President and beth 
branches of; Congress, then tariff revi- 
sion will be taken up with a view to 
. reducing the cost of living by removing 
some of the high protection duties. In 
the meantime both sides to the tariff 
. question will have an abundant oppor- 
tunity to state their cases to the peo- 
ple in a campaign of education such as 
has not been known on the tariff since 
1892, when Mr. Cleveland was elected 
the second time. , 

The situation in the House shows the 
Democratic party is. apparently deter- 
mined to put the customs duties of the 
government on a revenue basis at the 
earliest possible opportunity. The fact 
that Speaker Clark and Mr. Underwood 
of the ways and means committee have 
been unable to control the House Demo- 
crats on the wool question, is due in 
large part to W. J. Bryan, who favors 
. free raw materials, and has let it be 
known to his friends in the House that 
he would regard failure to pass a free 
wool bill as a repudiation of what he 
has been standing for since 1896.

ARTS MUSEUM GIVEN 
BY Ma. FD. EVANS 


Building Designed to Contain 
the Galleries for Pictures 
Will Be Erected Without 
Delay. 


ALL MADE 


Committee to Close Agree- 
ment With Contractors and 
Attend to Other Details 
Already Named. 


The extension from the rear of the 
Museum of Fine Arts in the plan of the 
proposed additions to the building will 
be erected immediately as the result of 
the announcement made to the trustees 
on Thursday afternoon that Mrs. Rob- 
ert D. Evans of 17 Gloucester street had 
given the necessary funds. 

Plans have been in preparation, it is 
understood, for several months, and this 
gift will enable the trustees to go ahead 
with all despatch in the work. 

The new part of the building will be 
used as a gallery for pictures. It will 
be a T-shaped addition, with the top of 
the letter facing the Fenway. 

A building committee has already been 
selected the trustees and it will 
immediately arrange for the plans. It 
known that the architect who 
will draw up the plans in detail has 
been chosen, but on that point the 
trustees are unwilling to give out any 
information. 

It was said at the office of Guy C. 
Lowell, the architect who drew plans 
for the Museum of Fine Arts, that Mr. 
Lowell in New Bedford and that 
the beginning of work on the plans for 
the extension awaits his return, when he 
will personally supervise the work. It is 
impossible yet to estimate the cost of 
the work. 

A contract will be made with the 
builders in as short a time as possible 
after the plans are completed. 

This gift from Mrs. Evans will en- 
able the museum to carry out a long- 
cherished plan and the building will be 
the central feature of the ultimate 
development of a series of gulleries 
around two great central courts. 

It will be added to the present build- 
ing on the north side, directly back of 
the rotunda. The main part to be 
erected, if the original plans are carried 
out, will have a frontage of some 300 
feet on the Fenway and will be about 
100 feet deep. This will be connected 
with the present building by another gal- 
lery some 150 feet long and perhaps 60 
feet wide. 

The erection of this part will afford 
the architects opportunity for a hand- 
some entrance and an imposing facade on 
the Fenway, concealing the brick walls 
now presented on that side. 

In erecting the new picture galleries 
the architects will have the advantage of 
experience with the present ones, which 
were planned after many experiments. 
The exterior architectural features, of 
course, will be similar to those of the 
present building. The original plans con- 
template the use of the connecting build- 
ing as a gallery for tapestries, but it 
may be used as a picture gallery. 

Mr. Evans, to whom the building is 

designed to be a memorial in accordance 
with Mrs. Evans’ wishes, was deeply 
interested in art matters and had a 
splendid collection of paintings. He 
was elected a trustee of the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts in recognition of the 
increasing interest taken in the fine arts 
by men of affairs. 
. Some idea of the proportion of the 
be gained from plans 
shown in a bulletin issued by the mu- 
seum before the new building was erec- 
ted. The building areas were estimated 
as follows: Old building in Copley 
square, 26,930 square feet; new build- 
ing (as much as is now constructed), 
73,000 square feet; new building with 
complete proposed additions, 225,830 
square feet. The new picture gallery 
will be about one third of the total ad- 
ditional space arranged for in the plans, 
or 50,710 square feet, which will make 
the museum cover 123,710 square feet at 
its completion, and with 102,110 square 
febt. left to be built upon according to 
the original plans. , 

Robert D. Evans won fame as Presi- 
dent Taft's landlord at Beverly, as much 
as by the millions he left when he passed 
on in 1909. At that time his estate was 
appraised at $10,538,098.53, and Mrs, 
Evans Was credited with being one of 
the 12 richest women in the United 
States. , 

By his will Mr. Evans left the entire 
property to his wife, and unless she dis- 

of it ‘by will, half was to go to 
her heirs-at-law and the other half to 
his heirs-at-law. 

Mr. Evans started life as a seaman 
and later enlisted in the civil war as a 
private. Returning home, amassed 
a fortune in rubber, and became presi- 
dent of the American Rubber Company. 
Stijl later he became interested in 
mining and was made president of the

On 
account of the unfavorable character of 
the soil, however, he and his associates 
moved to Salem about two years later, 
and at Salem, then catled Naumkeag, he 
built a new home. As he remained 
there, it is considered eminently fitting 
that the proposed statue shall be erected 
in Salem. 

Charles M. Conant of the Old South 
building is secretary and treagurer of 
the association, and the other members 
of the committee are Samuel Morris Co- 
nant of Pawtucket, president of the 
association; Edmund B. Conant of Low- 
ell, Frederick Odell Conant of Portland, 
Me., Dr. William M. Conant and Fred 
H. Conant of Boston, Joseph F. Conant 
and Lewis 8S. Conant of Brookline and 
Dr. Frank A. Gardner of Salem. 

The mode! for the proposed statue was 
made by Henry H. Kitson, the sculptor, 
and a bronze is now being cast at the 
works of the Gorham ManufactiMng 
Company at Providence.

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EXTENDING BOYLSTON 
STREET ACROSS FENG 


AROUSES OPPOSITION 


The bill providing for the extension 
of Boylston street across the Back Bay 
Fens, which must receive Governor Foss’ 
signature within 10 days from Thurs- 
day of this week in order to become a 
law, is opposed by the Metropolitan 
Improvement League. A statement 
issued Thursday on belfalf of the league 
and signed by Sylvester Baxter, the sec- 
retary, reads in part: 

“The passage of the bill for the ex- 
tension: of. Boylston street as a public 
highway across the Fens is the worst 
blow ever struck at the integrity of 
Boston's park system. 

{This measure is not only vicious in 
itself, ,but as an entering wedge it 
threatens to open the way for the use of 
the parks in general for almost any ob- 
jects that selfish interests may be rich 
and inffiential enough to demand. 

“This measure provides for the ex- 
tension of a public highway across the 
parkway in a peculiarly offensive and 
detrimental’ manner. If the werful 
real estate interests that are back of the 
proposition were not in their selfishness 
made blind to their own advantage they 
might see that it tends to defeat the 
very ends ‘they aim at~the improvement 
of property values in the extensive sec- 
tion beyond the Fens and traversed by 
Boylston street. 

“By mutilating the parkway at one 
of its ‘most important points and ruin- 
ing the monumental Boylston bridge by 
the defacement of its approaches, it 
tends to cheapen the entire neighborhood. 
It is idle to expect a cheapened neigh- 
borhood to come into demand for high- 
class residential or other purposes. 

“The project also requires the removal 
of one of Boston’s noblest monuments, 
the John Boyle O’Reilly memorial, from 
a site for which it was specially de- 
signed and which is peculiarly adapted 
to its beautiful character. 

“Only the highest considerations of 
public necessity should call for the re- 
moval of such a monument. Year by 
year its natural environment has gradu- 
ally shaped itself to the intended effect. 
The monument belongs there and no- 
where else.” 

There is no good excuse for. cutting 
streets across the Back Pay Fens, accord- 
ing-to Raymond Unwin, English expert 
on city planning, who with Mrs, Unwin 
left Boston today for a tour taking in 
New York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Montreal and Ottawa. 

Mr. Unwin made a trip through the 
Fens, especially to view that section of 
parkway, and subsequently expressed re- 
gret that there was a prospect of streets 
being constructed where they would mar 
the Fenway’s beauty, 

“It seems to me that there is nothing 
now to justify cutting these streets 
across the parkway,” he said. “The} 
claim that Boylston street should be ¢ar- 
ried across to close up the link and make 
one continuous street of it is not a good 
contention, because to go around by way 
of Boylston road or even Spawieh stréet

NEW YORK—Reports that they had 
committed themselves to the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company’s traction plan 
were denied Thursday by every member 


of the public service commission and the |

“You may say in unequivocal terms 
that neither Mr. Cromwell nor I have 
reached any conclusion as to which 
subway proposition is best for the city,” 
said Borrough President McAneny, 
chairman of the committee. “It is 
not true we have decided to vote in 
favor of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
offer. Such announcement purely 
conjecture, and without foundation in 
fact. I have deolined persistently to 
discuss, even in confidence, the relative 
merits of the two offers before the city. 
The report containing our decision will 
not be ready for two weeks, when it 
will be made public, and in all proba- 
bility will be presented to the board of 
estimate on May 25. Meantime, how- 
ever, we are to have additional con- 
ferences. I can repeat emphatically 
that no decision has as yet been 
reached. However, every effort will be 
made to bring the situation to a head 
within the next two weeks.” 

All the conferees were in consultation 
for several hours on the plans Thursday 
afternoon. They will hold a final con- 
ference with officials of the Brooklyn 
Rapid’ Transit today. Saturday after- 
noon and on Monday morning and after- 
noon the public officials will hold fur- 
ther conferences and the work of draw- 
ing the preliminary draft of the report 
will be begun. That report will be to 
the board of estimate. 

It was asserted Thursday the transit 
committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
will be induced to entér the subway fight 
with a proposition that the Interborough 
and the Brooklyn Rapid Transit divide 
the city territory.

BEEKEEPING COURSE 


WHAT THE STUDENTS ARE DOING 


TO OPEN AT ofATe 
QHOOL AT AMMEROT 


AMHERST, Mass.—The annual short 
course for bee keepers, will be given at 
the Massachusetts Agricultural College 
on May 24 to June 7. The faculty in- 
cludes Dr. Burton N. Gates, Profs. Wil- 
liam P. Brooks, George E. Stone, Henry 
T. Bernald and James B. Paige. 

The courses covet\the practical phases 
of bee keeping, crops for honey bees, 
relation of bees to pollination of plants, 
structure of bees and bee keepers’: ap- 
paratus and supplies. 

A convention of bee keepers will be 
held June 6 and 7 for which other ex- 
perts in bee keeping have been engaged. 
There is no tuition in this course, and 
full information may be obtained by 
writing the director of extension work. 

The bulletin announcing the annual 
summer school of “Agriculture’and Coun- 
try life” at the Agricultural College is 
now being distributed. The work given 
in this summer school has come to be 
known all over the country as _ the 
“Amherst movement.” The school opens 
July 5 and closes Aug. 4. The faculty 
includes more than 30 experts in their 
respective lines. 

Courses are offered in field 
crops, domestic animals, dairying, poul- 
try management, fruit growing, garden- 
ing, trees and shrubs, forestry, home 
economics, chemistry, high school agri- 
cultural economics, rural sociology, co- 
operation and rural literature. 

Ten courses are offered —_? for 
country clergymen. On Aug. 2, 3 and 4 
the second annua! conference ‘of rural 
social workers will be held. At this 
time country clergymen, librarians, town 
officers, teachers, Y. M. C. A. workers, 
grange lecturers and officers of village 
improvement associations come together 
to talk over their problems and to decide 
on programs of work. Features of the 
conference this year will be the rural 
social service exhibits and the Y. M. 
C. A. camp.

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REALTY TAXATION ABROAD. 

Comparison of methods of taxation of 
real estate here and in Europe, says the 
Brooklyn Eagle, is made by Frank 
Bailey, vice-president of the Title Guar- 
antee & Trust Company, who recently 
returned from a short business trip 
abroad. 

“The taxation problems in England and 
France are most interesting to any one 
owning rgal estate in New York city at 
the present time,” said Mr. Bailey, “for 
in those countries there is no attempt 
to discourage individual ownership of 
property by yearly increase of taxes and 
assessments. 

“The underlying idea of the taxing 
system abroad is that everything should 
be done to encourage the smal! house 
owner. 

“In France the basis of taxation of 
real estate is on its yental capacity, and 
the first 500 francs, or $100, of rental 
value is entirely exempt from taxation, 
the idea being that the larger properties 
should pay larger taxes and the little 
house owners should Ve as nearly as pos- 
sible exempt.”

IN OTUGK MARKET 


Western Maryland, the Erie 
Issues and Other Special- 


ties Are Conspicuous in the 
Trading Today. 


SENTIMENT BEARISH 


Some strong spots were displayed in 
the New York stock market this morn- 
ing. Advances were made by Western 
Maryland, the Erie issues and Phila- 
delphia Company. But trading was so 
narrow that it could not be considered a 
bull market in any sense. Specialties 
have been favorites recently. The mar- 
‘ket leaders have moved within a very 
small price range. 

The feeling among professionals contin- 
ues bearish, but they do not sell the 
market extensively, as it has been their 
experience that short covering even on a 
small scale tends to put up prices so 
that they are likely to pay more for 
their stocks than they sold them for. 

Local stocks displayed the usual lack 
of animation. Calumet & Hecla was 
slightly improved at the opening. Bos- 
ton & Maine was off fractionally. 

Wells Fargo opened up a point in the 
New York market at 165 and advanced 
2 points further before midday. Evans- 
ville, Terre Haute & Chicago was up 4 
points at 80. Western Maryland opened 
up % at 5934, went to 60 and then 
shaded off fractionally. 

Steel, Reading and Union Pacific hov- 
ered around yesterday’s closing prices. 
The Erie issues sagged off after their 
early advance. Pennsylvania opened un- 
changed at 121% and declined a good 
fraction to a new low level for the year. 

Calumet & Hecla on the local exchange 
opened up 3 points at 460, reacted to 458 
and then recovered. Arizona Commercial] 
opened up % at 16 and improved nearly 
a point before noon. Old Dominion 
opened unchanged at ,40 and gained a 
point during the first half of the session. 
Boston & Maine opened unchanged at 
103, after a small decline advanced more 
than a point. 

Inspiration became quite prominent on 
the local market during the afternoon. 
Large blocks of the stock changed hands, 
the stock advancing more than a point 
after opening at 7 3-16. 

Advances in Minneapolis & St. Louis 
and General Electric were the only feat- 
tres in New York. 

LONDON—The markets closed firm, 
having been favorably influenced by the 
absence of any failures incident to the 
settlement. Gilt edged issues were in 
good demand. Home rails and rubber 
shares left off at a recovery from the 
lowest. 

American stocks were steady after 
early dulness. Paris was a considerable 
buyer of Russian and Spanish securities, 
as well as De Beers. The latter advanced 
% in all to 18%. Continental bourses 
were quiet.

The holdings of the 12 other states 
among which Boston’s securities are dis- 
tributed are of small significance in com- 
parison, Massachusetts being the only 
state whose holdings approach those of 
New York.

Of all the Vanderbilt roads New York 
Central has fared the Its net 
for the quarter decreased but slightly 
over 7 per cent from 1910 figures. 
advanced slightly. 

In comparing Central’s earnings during 
the recent quarter by months, it should 
be remembered that in March, 1910, the 
practise of the road in handling its rail 
and tie renewal accounts was changed. 
The interstate commerce commission per 
mits the distribution of charges of this 
character as the road desires, only re- 
quiring that the total charge for the 
year shall appear in the year’s accounts. 
Prior to that date, owing to the heavier 
cost operation in the midwinter 
months, it had been Central's custom to 
pro-rate these renewals over the 10 
months from March to December. Thus 
the accounts for January and February, 
1910, did not contain any charges for rail 
and tie renewals. 

In March, 1910, however, it was de- 
cided to distribute these charges over 
12 months instead of 10, and since the 
accounts for the two preceding months 
Were closed it was necessary to include 
the amounts chargeable to those months 
all into the March accounts. The ex- 
penses for January and February, 1911, 
therefore, showed a very large increase 
compared with 1910 figures, and the 
month of March for the same reason 
shows an abnormal reduction in ex- 
penses, because only one twelfth of the 
estimated years renewals was charged 
out in that month, compared with three 
twelfths in March, 1910. 

The figures for the quarter, however, 
are on the same basis, all adjustments 
being made in the March accounts, and 
are therefore comparable. Net, as re- 
ported to the interstate commerce com- 
mission, Was $3,127,350, compared with 
$5,377,892 in 1910, a decrease of 7.3 per 
cent. This showing, when compared 
with the losses felt by other roads for 
the same-period, might be called very fa- 
vorable. 

Central never earns much for its stock 
during the first quarter. In the three 
months to April 1 the net corporate in- 
come assuming dedugtions and other in- 
come as unchanged from last year—and 
as a matter of fact charges will be 
slightly larger on account of the addi- 
tional notes now outstanding—amounted 
to less than $1,509,000, compared with 
three months’ dividend requirements .at 
the 5 per cent rate on $222,729,000 of 
stock of $2,784,116. The first quarter’s 
income account works out as follows: 
Gross, $22,900,380; net after taxes, &3,- 
127,350; total income, $7,027,350; total 
decuctions, $5,542,500; balance for stock, 
$1,484,850; per cent on stock, 6. 

Considering the recent trend of trunk 
line earnings, Central’s net has kept up 
very well. The three months have left 
but a small balance for the stock, but 
this is to be expected in the early part 
of its fiscal year. 

The most unfavorable feature in Cen- 
tral’s position is the showing by its 
subsidiaries. Practidally all report seri- 
ous inroads into net earnings. -It is, of 
course, far too early to hazard any 
predictions as to the year’s result. The 
start of the Vanderbilt system as a 
whole has been none too good, but con- 
ditions can undergo vital changes in nine 
months.

Although it is customary for Boston 
, banks through Boston wool commission 
| houses or western Kanks to’ finance “the 
movement of the 300,000 pounds Amer- 
ican wool clip, valued at $50,000,000 to 
$75,000,000, or Boston’s share of it, which 
| is two-thirds of the total, local: banks 


are this year getting: an unusual num- 


ber of inquiries from western dealers 
and growers direct for accommodation. 
Of course almogt every year there are 
inquiries of this kind, and last year it 
was somewhat of a feature. There ate 
more inquiries this year, however, than 
for many years past. ,They come from 
growers in Ohio, Nevada and several 
other sheep-raising states. 

The cause for this of course lies in the 
fact that the grower is unwilling to sell 
his wool at prices which eastern dealers 
are offering to pay, preferring to carry 
the wool himself in the hope of getting 
higher prices later in the season. They 
also believe they can get better accom- 
modation from Boston banks tirect 
where the wool is ultimately to be sold 
and where it will be stored until sold, 
than from their local western banks. 
Banks throughout the West and South- 
west are of Course_cooperating as usual 
with Boston banks to finance the sheep 
grower through regular channels.

The supporters of this bill have been 
peculiarly fortunate in the ballot, and 
the bill will be before the House on Fri- 
day, May 5, the first day available for a 
bill of this nature. It will be introduced 
by Sir George Kemp, who will move the 
second reading, and it has been promoted 
by the conciliation committee, which is 
presided over by the Earl of Lytton. This 
committee consists of 50 members of 
Parliament drawn from all parties, and 
so devoid is the support of it of party 


feeling that it has actually been backed | 


by members of every party. 

In some respects it differs materially 
from the bill of last year, the second 
reading of which was carried by a large 
majority, but the alterations have been 
made with a view to securing the sup- 
port of the House in carrying it through 
its various stages. 

Last year, although it supported the 
principle of the bill by a very large ma- 
jority, the House declined to proceed far- 
ther with its consideration in committee, 
owing to certain features which were re- 
garded by some of its warmest support- 
ers as dangerous.

IS NOW PROMISED

JOHANNESBURG — The Indians and 
Chinesé, who are much -interested in !the 
immigration question, have held a com- 
bined meeting which, it will 
accomplish results of a most satisfactory 
nature. 

General Smuts, minister of the interior, 
stated in some correspondence with Mr. 
Gandhi, which has been published, that 
he much regretted the postponement of 
legislation on the question of immigra- 
tion, but that he was most anxious that 
the government should arrive at a solu- 
tion of the problem. He hoped that in 
the meantime the question would not 
be complicated by the continuance of 
passive resistance. 

In his reply Mr. Gandhi expressed the 
hope that assurances would be given 
that legislation would be passed during 
the next session which would insure 
legal equality with respect to immigra- 
tion into’the Transvaal, maintaining ex- 
isting rights and settling other points. 

In reply General Smuts said that he 
hoped that if the question were ap- 
proached in a conciljatory manner a tem- 
porary solution would be arrived at 
which would leave all concerned free to 
devote their energies to obtaining a per-’ 
manent settlement. With respect to the 
assurance asked for, he granted this with 
certain reservations. 

The proposed legislation would, he 
stated give legal equality to all immi-'‘ 
grants with differential treatment in the 
administrative as distinct from the stat- 
utory sense. Provided passive resistance 
were suspended temporary certificates 
would be given to educated Asiatics now 
in the Transvaal. General Smuts de- 
elared that he would ask the governpr- 
general to favorably consider the release 
of the passive resisters. 

At a meeting attended by a large num- 
ber of Indians it was decided, after a 
lengthy debate, to accept) the terms above 
referred to.

SUBSIDENCE HAS AFFECTED 
BANK OF ENGLAND'S OLD PILES 


(Special to the Monitor.) 

LONDON—It appears that a loud noise 
was heard recently by the men working 
in the private drawing offiee at the 
Prince’s street corner of the Bank of 
England. An examination was promptly 
made and although it was "believed that 
the seat of the defect was the roof of 
the building, nothing amiss was dis- 
covered there. 

A thorough investigation of the prem- 
ises was then undertaken when it was 
aseertained that a subsidence of the 


foundations’ had taken place, indeed, so 


large was the gap between the main 
structure and the foundations that it 
was found possible to move about a rod 
placed in the, opesing. 

The Bank of England coyers some four 
or five acres of ground, and it is be 
lieved that the repairs which are now 
being put in hand will necessitate the 
cu away of the origins wooden piles 
on which the bank has ‘stood for hearly 


occasions have revealed a quantity. of 
interesting specimens of Roman,pottery, 
boars’ tusks and. numerous fossils. Some 
of the piles upon which the’ bank has 
rested for so long have been brought to 
the surface and in spite of their having 
remained buried there’so long they are 
in a remarkable state ‘of preservation. 

The renovation of the foundation does 
not interfere in the least with the ordi- 
nary avork of the bank. A large stock 
office is in course of construction at the 
Bartholomew 
addition to the work being carried out 
in connection with the foundations. 

As is well known there are millions 
of pounds’ worth of unclaimed gold, sil- 
ver and securities in the vaults beneath 
the Bank of England; these will, how- 
éver, not be interfered, with during the 
process of strengthening the foundations. 

The present building, which dates back 
to the year 1774, stands in three par- 
ishes and the work in connection with 
the foundations has necessitated exca- 
vations being made in the — at- 
tached to the bank.

THERE appears to be the best of reasons for

Some progress has already been made in both directions, but this 
latest arrangement may lead even to the transfer of the world’s 
seal-skin market from England to the United States. A treaty 
has already been ratified which brings Great Britain, Canada and 
the United States much closer together than they have ever been 
before with reference to the seal fisheries. The seals are better 
protected now. The latest, and to some degree the most difficult, 
problem arising out of the controversy has been that which has 
involved the treatment of Japanese, and others sailing under the 
Japanese flag, and carrying on a wholesale and almost indiscriminate 
slaughter in deep water of seals of both sexes and all ages. Under 
the newer arrangements only the superfluous males may be taken. 

The controversy which seems to be nearing a satisfactory close 
is of long standing. It seems to be generally forgotten now that 
one of the principal inducements for the purchase of Alaska by 
the United States was its prospect of large revenues from the seal 
fisheries. Since the acquisition of the territory the revenue from 
this source has been large, but only a fraction of what it would 
have been had the government been able to maintain all of its 
tights. It will presently be seen, however, that to do this might 
have invited sérious international complications, because, at the most, 
the rights which this country asserted were subject to reasonable 
contention on the part of other nations claiming access to and a 
share in the product of the seal fields. 

At no time has the Washington government conceded to other 
nations the privilege of entering its waters in pursuit of the seal. 
Such permission has not been necessary. The home of the seals 
is on the Alaskan coast, in territory unmistakably and indisputably 
American. But the seals do not stay at home. At certain seasons 
it is their habit to visit the Pribyloff islands in great numbers for 
breeding purposes. These islands are also possessions of the United 
States. But right here is where nearly all of the trouble has arisen. 
To get to the Pribyloff islands the seals must cross Bering sea— 
that is, must swim through neutral waters—where they have been 
intercepted and slaughtered in great numbers by Canadian and, 
Jatterly, by Japanese sealers. - Thousands of the seals killed in the 
deep waters sink to the bottom and are lost. This is true of the 
females as well as of the males. 

Of course, the leading question throughout the controversy that 
has extended over a period of twenty-one years has been the right 
of the United States to assert jurisdiction over the seals in their 
passage from the mainland to the islands, or, as an authority has 
put it, “to protect its property in waters that would ordinarily be 
regarded as part of the open sea, where, according to international 
usage, every nation ordinarily has the right to hunt and fish accord- 
ing to its own free will.’”’ The question has been arbitrated and 
decided favorably to the United States, but the conditions have 
been such that something more than a mere diplomatic agreement 
has been necessary to bring about the desired conditions. The other 
nations interested are now ready, it is understood, to join hands 
with this country in putting an end to the useless destruction of 
seals. The moral side of the question has been swung around to 
the front. The equities are to be recognized regardless of tech- 
nicalities, humane treatment of -the seals is to be enforced, and one 
of the world’s most important and most interesting industries is 
to be conserved.

oo THE traveling school is not new. It has 
been employed lately in this country to assist 
in the spreading of knowledge of agriculture, 
and its work has been most effective. 
Strange to say, it owes its origin to partizan 
politics. In the educational campaign of 
1896 schools of finance, on wheels, taught 
classes in almost every quarter of the coun-

try. They did not all teach the same theory 
of finance, however. Some taught the 
anxious pupils that silver at the ratio of sixteen to one was the 
one thing necessary to insure the lasting prosperity and happiness 
of the American people. Others took the position that an abandon- 
ment of the single gold standard would spell ruin for the republic. 
It is unnecessary to ‘say here which theory prevailed, We are 
dealing now with a social, not a political question. 

In the duchy of Saxe-Meiningen, Germany, according to United 
States Consul-General Dillingham at Coburg, interesting and 
important experiments are being made with the view of spreading 
a knowledge of good cookery among the country girls. To this 
end movable schools have been organized, and traveling teachers 
have been engaged. It would be more correct to say, perhaps, that 
the schoolroom equipment, rather than the school itself, is portable. 
The consul-general visited one of the schools held in a village inn 
not long-since. Every article in the room was made with a view 
to its convenient and economical transportation. There was a cook- 
ing stove, a bench for preparing vegetables, etc., all the necessary 
cooking utensils hanging above, a large cupboard filled with china, 
and a long table around which sat the pupils. A teacher receives 
$37.84 for each course of six weeks. She visits seven villages, 
thus finding employment forty-two weeks in the year. Each pupil 
pays $2.86 for a six_weeks’ course., No school. is opened in a 
village unless at least twelve students are guaranteed in advance. 
On the day of the visit referred to the teacher had just given the 
pupils the list of dishes they were to cook that day, and, judging 
from the description furnished, the subsequent proceedings were 


- 


practically upon lines followed in the cooking classes of the public 
schools of this country, except perhaps in the ‘particular set forth 
here: The traveling school strongly encourages the growing of all 
the various kinds of vegetables, and, as most of the houses have 
small plots of ground, either at the front or back, the pupils follow 
very generally the advice they receive in this regard. The main 
difference, however, lies in the fact that the cooking school in Ger- 
many goes to the pupil who for any reason cannot go to the school. 
In the public school cooking classes of this country. location, inac- 
cessibility, general study requirements and so on, no doubt pre- 
vent many willing and otherwise eligible girls fromr‘attending. 

The application of the German idea to the United States might 
be followed by. very desirable results. City as well as country dis- 
tricts might be covered. In Germany whatever deficit occurs 1s 
made up by private subscription. Private philanthropy, ‘always 
busily engaged in looking up new opportunities for usefulness in 
the United States, could scarcely expect to find a better opening 
than that offered by the traveling cooking school.

But now, taking Wakefield as a specific example of a situation that 
is rather general, we are inclined to believe that the men who feel 
that the horses should draw the watering carts have the better of 
the argument, provided they are willing to agree on a certain solu- 
tion of the problem. They might properly insist on having the 
horses detailed to haul water if they can succeed in inducing the 
other fellows to see the expediency of having the town purchase 
an auto-engine. For the motor apparatus’ has been pretty conclu- 
sively demonstrated of late as more reliable, more economical and 
more efficient than horses. 

At this season the merit of the auto fire engine or hose wagon 
is particularly apparent. Forest fires in outlying towns keep depart- 
ments almost constantly on the move. Wakefield might find it 
wise to observe what splendid work has been done this year by 
horseless apparatus in the neighboring city of Melrose. Towns 
all through New England could well afford to study similar examples.

territory that otherwise might have remained 
barren and uninhabitable has been opened to cultivation and settle- 
ment; through the second the long and disastrous droughts of the 
middle West have been discounted. In both cases it was necessary 
to look for the solution of the problem to far-away lands. At 
present it is not only possible but probable that great stretches 
of the so-called desert plains of Colorado will be made to yield 
Egyptian cotton and to add immensely to the productive wealth 
of the nation. 

The government has been striving for years to find soil in 
this country congenial to the Egyptian cotton plant. While the 
United States raises a tremendous cotton crop and exports no less 
than $500,000,000 worth of it, it is necessary to the supply of the 
cotton goods manufacturers of the country that 60,000,000 pounds 
of Egyptian cotton, worth $16,000,000, shall be annually imported. 
Experiments with the plant have been unsuccessful in South Car- 
clina, western Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and southern California. 
In the Colorado river region encouraging signs have been met. 
Here, it is reported, climatic and other conditions are similar to those 
prevailing in the Nile valley. As a consequence of this discovery, 
600,000 acres of land are to be planted in cotton and put under 
irrigation in the Imperial, Yuma, Salt and Gila valleys. One fifth 
of this acreage, if the experiment shall prove successful, will be 
sufficient to produce the amount of long-staple Egyptian cotton 
imported for use in the New England mills annually. 

The most wonderful thing about this, and the most satisfying, 
assuming the success of the undertaking, is that as soon as the 
human need is felt in all such cases, the way of meeting it is found. 
This thought is doubly comforting in the present connection, because 
out of the cotton-planting experiments on the so-called desert waste 
of Colorado experiments for the production of a cheap fiber for 
the manufacture of paper are likely to follow. That such a fiber 
shall somewhere be found, and shall somewhere find acclimatization 
in this broad land, seems almost a matter of certainty. We are only 
beginning to discover the possibilities of the West.

ANNOUNCEMENT that a bid for the exten- 
sion of Buenos Aires harbor at a cost of 
$24,000;000 has been accepted shows that 
the Argentines do not hesitate to spend 
liberally in order to improve their facilities 
for handling commerce. In fact, the 
“Yankees of South America” are going right 
atter world trade; by. preparation in time 
they extend an invitation. ‘It was hardly 
to be supposed that the Argentines would 
Overlook the lesson of’ their own experience or fail to appreciate 
what caused. a development that, promoted by English enterprise, 
has made Buenos Aires the fourth city of the western hemisphere 
in population and the leader among those south of the equator. The 
Argentine capital for years has enjoyed the enviable distinction of 
being the world’s fastest-growing municipality; soon, apparently, 
it 1s to take a place in the front rank of the world’s important 
seaports. 

It is practically certain that, if Buenos Aires continues to grow 
in the same ratio as it has in recent -years, both Chicago and New 
Yark may find their census standing approached or passed within 
two decades. The rapidity with which Argentina develops is in 
every way characteristic of the efficacy of modern methods itt South 
America. Trade rivalry between Brazil and Argentina, sharp and 
often bitter, has without doubt contributed to the commercial 
advancement of both countries, and especially that of their principal 
cities, Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires: but these centers have 
become more European than American in their appointments, tastes 
and customs. The main point to be observed in the remaskable 
progress of the two South American countries is the confidence 
with which they. have learned to do big things. It makes little 
difference whether that attribute was engendered by Europeans or 
was inherent; for instance, Buenos Aires has the best of streets, 
sanitation, architecture and municipal governments, and now that 
it requires a better harbor equipment, the necessary money is cheer- 
fully provided. 

Too long has the United States been inclined to use the super- 
lative with reference to its own modernity and advancement. 
Americans may sometime discover that Europeans and South 
Americans have accomplished below the equator feats that will 
make them commercially independent of this country. And North 
America cannot expect always to keep up with South America, 
especially Brazil and Argentina, unless the “Yankees of the north” 
spend what is needed to gain ‘the increased industrial prosperity 
they so keenly desire.

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THE Chamber of Commerce of Atlanta, Ga., 
has directed its hotel committee to proceed 
with a. campaign looking to more ample 
hotel accommodations for that city.

The record of its advance- 
ment in population justifies the confidence here expressed in its 
future. It had less than 10,000 inhabitants when the civil war 
broke out. It doubled its population in the next ten years, nearly 
doubled it again in the next ten, more than doubled it in the next 
ten, had 89,672 inhabitants in 1900, and jumped to 154,839 in 1910. 
Its situation on the great Piedmont plateau, while giving it industrial 
and commercial prestige and influence over an immense range of 
wondrously fertile country, makes it one of the pleasantest places 
of abode im the entire Sunny South.

trial and food commodities, from time to 

time, have Come under the control of certain | 
affiliated groups of corporations, and the : 
small manufacturer of these products usually 
has found-it advisable to sell out his business rather than to face 
ruinous compétition. But in any attempt to establish a monopoly 
in perishable goods grave risks are encountered. Commodities that 
any one has the right to appropriate do not lend themselves readily 
to control by a “trust.” And ice is one of these. 

A “corner” in ice is nat easily effected in this or any other 
country. No ice “trust” seems likely to succeed here so long as 
both the natural and the artificial products are marketed and laws 
permit any person to engage in the ice business. Before the advent 
of the ice-manufacturing plants, it was possible to control the 
trade in large districts; but a limited arrangement of that kind 
is elementally different from a great “trust,”, organized by mutual 
agreement between’ various companies in order to regulate the 
supply and the price of commodities. A natural ice “trust” 
would be itmpracticable because harvesting the product in remote 
districts and shipping it to the large cities already is becoming less 
profitable. The manufactured ice is purer, solid throughout and 
popular. At present it costs the consumer about what he would 
pay for natural ice shipped from some other community. 

The time may come when large cities will use only artificial 
ice. and natural ice will be restricted to the country districts where 
it is gathered. But even then a pooling of interests by manufac- 
turers of artificial ice probably would defeat its own purpose by/ 
making the natural product appear attractive to the consumer. Even 
local restraint of trade in ice might be easily preventable in such 


circumstances.
